Conſtantia hearing his ſpeches, and many other reaſons that be 
aller ged, made this anſwer : Py Lo2d, relying upon pour vertues, 
true love, and-honourable meaning, J yield to your requeſt, giving 
my conſent to be your Mile foz ever, deſicing you to diſpoſe of me 
accozding to your mind, foz you ſhall find me always obedi ent to 

pour command, Theſe ſpeeches ended, with many kind embzaces 
they addꝛeſled themſelves to their 2B2idal Bed, which reſembled 
ſuch a Bed indeed; foz the Olo Woman had deck'd the Bed with 
Her beſt K innen, and other furniture, fuck the fame round about 
with [weet Koſes, ſtrewed the Chamber with green Rutſhes. filled 
the windows with green Boughs and Flowers, fo thick in everp 
place, giving ſuch a ſweet ſavour. that it might wen be termed a 
Dhepherds Paradiſe.

Thus did they paſs over this night with opevevirigreontents and 
next dap in communication with the Shepherd, who committes 
both the flocks to the Government of his Son; foz that himſelf would 
ſtay to bear them company, to whom he bare ſuch an in ward iove, 
wꝛought in him by a natural motion, that he did think humſelthap⸗

The Knight hearing that, left him, and rode fo the Shepherds 
Mouſe, where he alighting, entred without calling, and found the 
Shepherd, his Wife, Perſicles and Conſtantia, all together, and 
pꝛeſently knowing her. ſaid, Lady Conſtantia, the Emperoz your 
Father, makes great lamentation fo2 you at the Court: with that 
they knew they were betrayed ; and ſhe, what with fear and grief, 
fell down in a Trance, whom with much ado, they recovered. My 
friend (quoth Perſicles) thou art either very unmannerly, oz thy 
Autho2ity is great, that thou intrudeſt thy ſelf into our company 3 
doſt thou know this is Conſtantia? Then where is thy reverence 
to her : Were it not fo2 diſquieting the Lady that is already 
— 2 with thy p2eſence, thou ſhouldſt find cold entertain⸗ 
ment. + 

The Kinght being much grieved fo fee Conſtantia thus diſquiet⸗ 
ed, ſaid, J am fozry my prefence hath troubled her, which was 
againſt my mind, foz be it far from my thoughts to diſturb her. 
The Emperoz of Perſia miffing her, hath ſent out divers beſives 
my ſelf to ſæk her, with commandment to bꝛing her back fo the 
Court, and amongſt the reit, you ſee if is fallen ts mp lot fo per- 
fozm it; yet ſuch regard J do bear unto her, that J will not do any 
thing diſagreeing to her honourable mind: Conſtantia hearing his 
ſpeeches, ſaid, what is your name? MDy name (ſaid he) is Piſor. 
Art thou of Aſſyria (quoth Perſicles) and one of the Knights be- 
longing fo Pjera 2 J àm, ſaid he, Then I fear not ſaid Perſicles, but 
thou heareſt a Knightly mind, and wilt rather conceal this Ladies 
being here, then betray her, by 2 her back; if not foz hers, yer 
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foz Perſicles's thy Ming, whom ſhe loves, and thou ſhouldeſt obey. 

If it were (quoth he) to venture my Life foz my Prince, J 
would moſt willingly do it; and if the Lady loveth him, and foz 
that hath leit the Court, J will hazard my life in her defence, and 
to my utmoſt power, pꝛocure her hearts delire. Then know (quoth 
he) that perſicles heareth thy kind ſpeeches; and hath not failed in 
his opinion of thy vertues; fo2 Jam he, though thus diſguiſed j; 
with that Piſor Knew him, and humbled himſelf with great reve- 


rence on his knee. | 8 

Perſicles riſing up, emb2aced him, telling him that he came in 
a moſt foꝛtunate hour to do him god. Conſtantia with this, was 
comfoꝛted again, and fozgot her fozmer paſſion and fear. The 
Old Shepherd and his Mike were half amazed, until Perſicles ſatd, 
Father, be not any way-diſquicted with my knowledge, foz though 
Jam Ring of Aﬀſyria, Jam thy Gueſt, and will requite thy kind⸗ 
neſs liberally, deſiring thee not to diſcover me to any; for if thou 
ſhouldeft, it would hazard this Ladies life, and mine, that are 
now in thy hands; They both vowed on their Knees, nothing 
-thauld make them ſo diſloyal. Then he ſaid to Piſor, of old expe⸗ 
rience I know thou loveſt me; therefo2e J queſtion not thy Fidelity; 
oꝛ doubt that thou wilt undertake any thing to pleaſure me; there- 
foze J Uould have thee with all ſpeed to poſt into Allyriaz fo 
Parenus and T hrureus, whim J left my Subſtitutes, and to them 
make my eſtate known, telling them my deſire is, that they come 
to me in this place with a fuffictent number of Hoꝛſe⸗men to guard 
me and the P2inceſs home; but let none know their intent; (which 
Jtok to be the beſt courſe fo2 our ſafety) foꝛ if we ſhould ſeek other 
means by travel, Conſtant ia: is not able ta endure it, which alſo 
might be a means to diſcover, us, ſo many being abꝛoad in her learch. 
piſor pzeſently obeyed him, and taking his leave, departed on his 
journep, leaving them in the Shepherds Cottage. 
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How Helion was in love with Selia, and hearing of his Fathers 
ſickneſs, obtained leave to depart: And of the Deſolat ion that 
was in Afyria, by the Treaſon of Duke Oretus. 


'FeElion remembzing the pleaſure he had with his Country 
I Lover, deſired much to ſee her again; with whom he was 
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moꝛe deeply in love than ever he was with Conſtantia, foz the love 
he bare to her, was turned to hatred; and the cauſe of his imppoz⸗ 
tunity to the Emperoz to hape her found; was with a malicious 
diſpoſition al revenge, not of any honezable inclination, being of 
ſuch a variable and unconſtant nature, that the leaſt occaſion alter- 
ing his wavering mind, either to love o2 hatred, which was unfit 
foz ſo great a man as he derived himſelf from. "II 
Now having paſſed . many days, cclouring his pzefence under the 
ſhadow of feigned ſoz row, he longed to viit his L aver Selia, therefoze 
finding a fit time faz his intent, he withhis man Aldrus rode thi-

At my coming info - Aſſyria, J paſt manꝝ miles befoꝛe J found 
an Aſſyrian fo converſe withal: Foz the Towns and Uillages, which 
befeze were compleat with ſtoze of Inhabitants, were now con- 
ſumed with fire, and not a honſe ſtanding alone, but was ſpoiled, 
and the people from their vwellings fled away, which cauſed me to 
make the moze haſte , hoping that all was not deſtroyed; and com⸗ 
ing moꝛe near the Court, in my way, J found the bodies of the 
Aſſyrians lying dead, and ſtrewed upon the earth, as if ſome battel 
had been latelp fought in that place thoſe which lay dead ſeeming 
fo have fled toſave their lives. 

And the farther J paſt, the mo2e the number encreaſed, which 
J followed ſo long, that J was perſwaded thoſe that deſtroyed them, 
were not far off; but pet went ſo far 'befoze me, that Jcould not 
. overtake them, fo2 the bodies of ſome were not pet cold, and others 
lay ſtrugling to overmaſter death; wherewith J was ſo amazed, 
that J ſet ſpurs to my Yozſes fide, and rode with all the haſte A 
tould, until at laft Jeſpyed a mighty army of Souldiers right be- 
foze me upon the Pount of Silo, whole multitude ſtemed to be in⸗ 
numerable ; near unto which J was no ſcner come, but J eſpyed 
an Aſſyrian grievoufly wounded, fo whom J dꝛew nigh, and ſwn 
knew him to be Parenus, and diſcovering my ſelf to him, deſired 
him to tell me what reaſon had brought him to that dangerous 
eſtate; with that he knowing me, ſaid, Piſor, ſuch miſcry is befallen to 
us Aﬀyrians, that we ſhali be a rep2cach and ſcandal to all the 
Wo2ld, which J would repeat; but befoze J can make an end, 
death will top my ſpæch; therefoze tell me how my Lady Piera 
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"Noble Duke, (ſaid J) the is in god health, and in great pzoſpe- 
rity: Jrejopte thereat (quoth he) though J have otherwiſe ever; 
laſting cauſe to ſoꝛrow: Foz our Sovereign Lozd the Bing, alter 
he had put the Armenians ts flight, was very deſirous upon ſome 
occaſion (as yet unknown) to leave the Courf, in his abſence com- 
mitting the Government thereof to my unhappy (elf, and the 
Noble night Thruerus, which he per ozmed with great quiet, 
until Duke Oretus, one that was never true unto the State, hear- 
ing of the Kings departure, which we could by no means con- 
ceal, raiſed a falſe repo2t, tat, we had murthered the Bing; 
which rumour moved tho. comzien people fo ſuch diſquiet, that 
they began to rebel; which he perceiving, aiming thereby to win 
the Crown, gathered a great company of them together; with 
pꝛetence of revenge againſt us, which when we heard of, with ail 
ſped we could paWibly, we muttred up men fo2 our defence; but 
ſo eager. were the multitudes te our d2firacion; together with 
Oretus's perſwaſtons, that befoze we were any way able to reſiff 
them, they ſet upon us, and ſhed a great deal of their own Country- 
mens btov that cod in dur vefence, and conſtrained ns to dꝛaw 
back our fozces within the City. 

The King of Armenia hearing of this Rebellion ; with great 
peedy bzought a mighty Army into this Land, deſtroying all that 
came in his way, burning. both Towns and Cities, and deſtrop⸗ 
ing the common people with an excteding great laughter. Oretus 
hearing this; was ſtruck with ſuch a ferroz, that he fled, leaving 
his conkederate Rebels to be deſtraped by the Gnemy, which cauſed 
us by a Herald to demand, whether they would ſubmit themſelves 
to us 02 not? . 02 by their Treaſon ta ſee their Countries ruin: 
Mith that they vielded, and we gathered all our fo2ces together, fo 
reli the Enemp, with whom we fought three great battels, and 
in the ſame, loſt above thirty thouſand Aſſyrians, being dꝛiven 
to flight. This day again, gather ing a head to reſiſt them, and 
being to few in number, in reſpec of their ſtrength and multi⸗ 
tude, vou ſee how our bodies lye mangled upon the Garth, my ſelf 
{I think ). the laſt that liveth to tell this news; fo2 the noble 

hruerus is already lain, whoſe deeds of Ualour would con- 
tain a great volume; which news, when our King hears, it will, 
no douht, cut off his vertuous life with ſoꝛrow, my greateſt grief 

being, / that cannot hear ok his ſafety befoze my death. 
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Pp Lo2d, (ſaid J) our Gracious King is living, andin god 
health in Perſia, who ſent me unto your Ponour, and Thruerus 
witha Pellage; which J need not now unfold, + Yes, god Piſor, 
( ſaid he) let me hear my Lo2ds Peſſage, that J may thereby 
Know, whether J was till in his favour oz no; with that J fold 
bum the cauſe of my coming, which when he had heard, ſuch a 
paſſion of diſcontent overcame his vital Spirits, that with many 
bitter groans, he gave up the Ghoſf. When J ſaw there was ns 
way fo2 his recovery, J departed; to enquire what ſlanghtfer the 
Enemy made; who by that time the dap was ended, had vanquiſh⸗ 
ed the Aſſyrian foꝛces, and tot the City, and molt of the Nobili⸗ 
ry P2iſoners : J ſtaped four days, hiding me ſecrerlp, to bꝛing 
you certain news which is this. The Ring of Armenia compelled 
the Noblemen to ſwear Allegiance to Palian his Eldeſt Son, whom 
he hath Crowded Kiug of Aſſyria, and left a mighty Army foz 
his defence : TUhen J underſtood this, J returned to certifie your 
Majeſty thereof. |

How Perſicles hearing the News by Piſor, departed into a Solitary 
place, which cauſed the unfortunate ſeparztion betwixt him 
and Cenſtantia, who in great ſorrow wandring to ſeek him, 
was found by Helion, and carried into Arabia.

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The Aueen hearing him ſay ſhe had a Baſtard, pꝛeſently began 
fo ſafpec it to be his, and would then have uttered it, but fear, 
and pꝛemeditated hope of revenge againſt Conſtantia, ſtoped her. 
thinking firft to learn the truth, befoze ſhe would offend-him ; pers 
ceiving his unconſtant diſpoſition tobe ſuch, that the leaſt thing al⸗ 
tered his love, deferring her ſelf fell her month was ended, by 
which means Conftantia reſted void of diſfurbance.

with diſdainful ſpeeches fo colour thy wickedneſs. Jam indeed

N few days after, Helion purpoſing fo effed that which he 

I vow'd (being reſolved to wozk the moſt cruelleſt revenge that 

might be on the Lady Conſtantia) - caiied all the cunningeſt wozk- 

men of his Land befoze him, asking their advice about building ol 

a Caſtle of invincible ſtrength, which they pꝛomiled to perfozm:; 

and thus they began to wozk. Firſt, ſcituating the ſame upon a 

Rocky Bill of great largeneſs, that was encompaſſed with a deep 

Lake, and encompaſſing the Circuit of the ground, with a Wall 

framed of the hardeſt Parble, of ſuch ſmothneſs without; and 

height, that it was not to be aſcended; Over the Lake was framed 

a bridge of exceeding beauty, placing at the entrance two Fozti- 

fications between them ſetting a gate of Bꝛaſs, curiouſiy wzought 

with carv'd Images of Lyons, being the Arms ol Arabia: On the 
midſt, they placed a Dꝛawbꝛidg, dzawn upon ſuch deviſes, that 
one man was able to deaw up the ſame with ſpeed : At the farther 
end of the Bꝛidge, was builded a moſt curious wzonght Gate, gar⸗ 
niſhed with ſtones of ſtrange and ſundzy colours; the entrance there⸗ 
to was another Gate of Bꝛals, far exceeding the firſt: In the midſt 


great bigneſs ; within this Pozch was a large Court, encompaſted 
round with Turrets, Walls and Foꝛtiſications, within the com⸗ 
paſs whereof, an Army of Douldiers might lye Encamped. 

The next entrance, was thꝛee Gates of Bꝛaſs, car ved like the 
other two, over which, they built a Toweꝛ of great beauty, and 
wo2kmantſhip, framed of Adamant, cut out, and car ved into the 
fqzms of ſeveral Beasts, Trees, Berbs and Fowls, the beauty 
whereof would have held the beholver in admiration: On the top 
was built four Pinacles oma Nuadzant, whole glittering Ames

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framed af beaten Gald: Within the Tower was a Court, encom- 
paſſed round about with moſt rich and ſtately buildings, having ſe- 
veral dw2s into every.building, of invincible ftrength, framed al 
of one pꝛopoztion, guilded over with Geld; the Windows of an 
exc&ving largeneſs and beauty, ſuppozfed by two Lyons of carved 
Alabaſter, guilded over with Gold; on the top next fo the Eves, 
two Cherubs ffanding in fozm of Angels, of carved Gold, ſup- 
pozting the Picture of a beautiful Lady; the Windows diſcover 
ing the richneſs of the Chambers within: In the midſt of this Court, 
was frameda clear Fountain, with divers freams of water ſpzing- 
ing from the ſamo, curiouſly carved and guilded over with Gold; 
the b2ightneſs glittering with ſuch reflection of the Sun beams 
round about, that at the firſt enterance it would have dazled the 
beholders eyes. At the further end of this Court, was a Ball of 
extie ding largeneſs, -ſuppo2ted within with Pillars of Jeat, 
beſet with ones af ſundzy colours; the Skreen being framed of 
the moſt curious woꝛk of carved Md, the Roof of fone, whereon 
wers coloured out the colours of all kind of Fruits; the Walls 
hung with rich hangings of Arras, containing the Hiſtozy of the 
Mars of Troy; In the midſt ol this Pall was faſtned two Pil- 
lars, whereunto were chained two Lyons ol huge bigneſs, and great 
ſtrength, venying all further entrance; the further end ok the Pall 
was without any Wall at all, ſuppozted by Pillars of the ſame 
Jeat, lying open in a Garden of great largneſs, which at the firſf 
entrance into the Hall was glozionfly diſcerned, in which were 
made Malls, Arbozs; Bozders of Flowers, and the fozm of all 
things cut out in Derbs, Flowers to delight the eye, pleaſe the 
ſmell; ok ſeveral fozms, and all things ſo cariouſly wꝛought, as 
was ſtrange to behold. In the midſt of this Garden ſfod a Ban- 
guetting-honſe of round p2opoztion , the foundation ſuppozted by 
four Lyons ol carved blew ſtene, called Ayres ; the Windows 
round about encompalſed che ſame, though which the Light 
paſſed clearly without impediment : The Pillars, Caſements, 
and other pꝛopoꝛtions of ſuch excellent wozkmanſhip, that it ſem- 
ed to be altogether framed of Chꝛiſtal. On the top of this Pouſe, 
ficodthe fozm of an Angel, kramed of beaten Gold, pointing with 
his Finger toward the other Ladgings, of very rich building; 
at:tho farther end of che Garden, the deſoription thereof is hereafter 
Win 0 NS : 
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Helion having finiſhed this wozk, called unto him one Penthra⸗ 
ſus, ap antient P2ofelſo2 of Negromancy, and with him alone went 
into the Palace, ſhewing him the ſame, and why he had built it; 
defiring his counſel and aid to the perfozmance of his will. 

Penthraſus being deſirous to pꝛactiſe his Art, which befoze ho 
durſt not do (oz by the Laws of the Land, the ſame was -puniſh-- 
ed with death) pzomiſed by his Art, to make the ſame ſo invins 
cible, that it ſhould never be overcome by ſtrength oz policy; ad- 
viſing the King to bꝛing Conſtantia thither, and two Damſels 
to attend her, and attire her in Rich Dznaments, When: the 
King had perfo2ined this, and delivered her to Penthraſus, making 
a condition with him, that none but himſelf ſhould be ſuſtered to habe 
enterance, he departed, leaving Conſtantia to be entertained by 
Penthraſus: who led her into the Caſtle, appointing her Damſels 
where they ſhould have all things neceſſary, telling her it would 
be many years befoze ſhe could be rekeaſed : After he had plared her 
there, he began fo caſt about how to foztifie the fame ; and by his 
Art, he found that their lived in the Deſart of Arabia, two 
mighty Gyants, of huge propoztion, and of great ffrength-; 
whom he found. out; caſting ſuch bewitched Charms upon them, 
that they pꝛeſently followed him to the Caſtle; (which he after- 
wards named Penthraſus's Palace) by his Charms and Spells, 
binding them to keep the firſt enterance of the Bridge, and by 
his S02ceries guarding every entrance in ſuch ſtrong ſoꝛt, as it

UWhereupon he went fo the Oꝛacle of the Heſperian Nymphs in the 
Deſarf, which he was enjopned unto by a Uiſion he law in his 
lle p, to know what he ſhould do concerning thoſe Charms whic 
he had ſet upon the Caffle,- whoſe Anſwer was this. ; 

Pembraſm, Becauſe by thy Art thou haſt not attempted any wicked 
action, and to diſcloſe the Deſtinies, many a Knighe-of ſundry 
flrauge-Cuumries ſhall hear of the beauty of Conſtantia, and ſhallcome 
to try their Adventures, to ſet her at Liberty; but none ſhall 
perform it; neither will it be revealed that ſhe is the Daughter 
of the Emperor of Perſia, until ſhe be releaſed by the Valour of 
her own Son; and the manner and means how, is as yet hidden 
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and unrevealed, untib which time, Ila will live: and by our di- 
rections govern the Caſtle until the Enchantments be ended.

F bperſicles had uch ill ſucceſs,: that alter he had cantinien: a long ; 

time in aſlyria, ves he ſo little p2evailed, that he was compelled to 

Theſe cruel Wars con⸗ 

tinued many; veare, the Ming of Armepia defending himſelf, and

Deloratus perceiving. that the long continuance of theſe wars

(being in his Pouth a Man of great Ualour, and now being grown 
in years, and of exceeding good experience) determined not to give 
his mind ta ſloath, being muc h grieved to hear, what a number 
of his Country. men were daply lain : And therefoze told his 
Lady what he intended, but ſhe with tears, and many entreaties 
diſtwaded him, but all could not pꝛevail, his heart was ſo fully ſec

e now being grown to mans eſtate, hearing thereof, 
intreated Cothanes (whom he eſteemed to be his Father, and ſo 
called him) that he might go with him; but he would by no means 
conſent thereunto, the rather becauſe his Lady moſt earneſtly en⸗ 
treated him, that if he did go, not to leave her comfo2tleſs. by ' 
taking Montelion with him; wherefoze all his entreaties pzevail-

Cothanes being departed, Montelion continued ſome days very 
penſive, being ſo much grieved in his thoughts to be left behind, 
that he refuſed his meat; and notwithſtanding the many kindneſſes 
his ſuppoſed Mother uſed to him, he thought all things trouble, 
g ſome; 
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ſome ; which dellre fo-mueh-pzevailed with him, that furniſhing 
himſelf with gen $02e+0f-money, - one night conveyed his Yozſe 
a —— — when all thought he had been in his Chamber, he was 
By that time it was dap, he appꝛoached near the City of Ho- 
Jocoſs, wherein he ſtaped ſome three days, until he had furniſhed

- . Paving/farniſhed himſelf in this ſozt, he left the City, and 
:journyed towards the Perſian Camp in Aſſyria, where he was no 
ſoner come, but he beheld both the Batteis joyned into a moſt 
terrible fight, and a great number of Souldiers on both ſides 
ſtain, lying covered and defimeaced- with blood; ſome with their 
@©wo2vs. graſped faſt in their hands thzeatning z and others with 
a-hideons noiſe bꝛeathing fozth their laſt Gaſps; and in the 
Camp he beheld ſome flying, others purſuing; ſome ſtanding 
faſt in cruel contlict, others with fierce terroz flaying thoſe that 
were nert them, ſome with hideous noiſe animating their fel- 
tow Souldiers-, and others with fear; crying, Retire, Retire 
There he beheld both Perſians: and Armenians intermingled, each 
flaughtering other; wherewith he fiad a while amazed, having 
never befoze beheid ſuch-crnel conflicts. At laT he beheld a moſf 
gallant man with his ®wozd dzawn all covered with blood, hur- 
ling up and down amongſt the Armenians, perfozming admira⸗ 
ble deeds of Chivalry, till at laſt he was encompaſſed” with ſuch. 
a multifude of his enemies, that it was impoſſible foz him fo 
eſcape, which ſight ſtirred up in Montelion ſach ſparks of cour- 
age, and deſire to ſuetout him, that his heart urging him to moze 
fo: wardneſs than his Steed could gerfozm., and yet his Steed 
with furious pace running as ſwift as might be, ruſhed in 
amongſt the thicke(” of them At fürſt he piercen his Lance 
through the Bodies of two that were oppolite befoze him, and 
his Baꝛſe with unſtavod courſe overthz2ew-others, treaving them 
under his fert, chen Wawing his word, whoſe ſight dazeled the 
deholders, kin he darkned the fame with: their blood, oy 
uc 
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ſuch as withſtaod his paſlage, till he appꝛoached the Perſian Anight, 
who without his appꝛoach had there ended his life: but finding 
himſelf at moze liberty by the alliſtance of this new⸗come Gal⸗ 
tant, again redoubled his abated courage, and joping themſelves 
both together, they perfozmed ſuch devs of Chivilry, as by their 
afiiftance, the th:ciiged multitude of the Armenians was dit⸗ 
perſed, every ene haſting to get from them. 

This Knight which Montelion hay reſtued, was Perſicles 
who ſer ing how valiantly this new-come Galant bad pꝛeſer ved 
his life, laid, Noble Knight, thy valeur hath pꝛeſer ved me, foꝛ 
which J will not be ungrateful; and ik thou art a friend to me, 
as thou haſt already ſhewn, ſecond me and J will once agein try 
my Foztune ; with that Montelion held up his hand, to ſhew 
be gave conſent, perſicles with all ſped haſted into the foꝛemoſt 
of the Battel, and Montelion follewed after, making ſuch wap, 
that thoſe that ſtod to reſiſt him dyed ; where being come, they 
found Deloratus, Oſimus, Piſor, Cothanes, and many galant 
Knights in Combat, befet with odds; but that difavvantage was 
ſeon turned to advantage by their app2oach; foz there did Montelion 
perfozm ſuch mighty Der ds of Arms, as made both the Perſian and 
Armenian Moſts admire who he was, and from whence he came. 

Now the- Perſians began to gather new courage, and aſſault 
their enemies mo2e ficreely than they had done ſince they began. 
Palian the Uſurper of the Crown ſ&ing that, thinking to pꝛe⸗ 
vail as in times paſt he had done, called the chiefeſt Rulers to 
him, exhorting them to take courage to reſiſt the Enemies; up⸗ 
en which with undaunted Spirits, they followed the Battel 
with. great eagerneſs, that the Perſian Commanders were forced 
to fly to their Regiments to encourage them to fight. An this 
time Montelion and Perſicles kept together, making thouſands 
of the Armenians to pay.their. lives fo: Tribute unto their Con- 
quering Swoꝛzds. WhilT they centinued the fight in the. ſoze⸗ 
front of the Battel, they ſudvenly heard a ery on the onf-five-;; 
which when Montelion heard (not regarding to be counſelled) he 
let Spurs to his Yozſe and rode thither, where he found Delo- 
ratus among a great thꝛong of. Armenians nnho2ſed, and fightf- 
ing on foot being grievouſly wounded, and againft- ſuch odds, 
that he was ready to faint, amongſt whom he ruſhed with ſuch firy, - 
that he hoꝛſed him again, and ſent a Guard with him to his Tent ; - 
then 
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then 3 again towards Perſicles, he eſpyed Cothanes omhozſee, $ 
whom he knew by his Armos, and newly by fozce taken Pꝛiſoner, 
but befoze they could convey him from thence, he began ſo cruel a 
fight,thatwith the loſs of many of their lives, he ſet them at liberty 

The Armenians ſeing their Fellows thus ſlaugytered, and the 
Eneinp purſue them lo cloſely, began to retire, and palian welt 
perceiving that he should loſe that dap; therefoꝛe calling to him 
two Knights, one named Altheſus, and the other Petrov, who 
were the ſtouteſt men in all his Army, he ſaid unto them: Jopn 
with me, and let us once again expel theſe faint⸗hearted Cowards, 

with that, they thze with a multitude of their chiefeſt Donl- 
diers kept a head together, and fronted that Battel where the King 
himſelf fought, Palian knowing him, with a Lance ready couched 
ran at him, which lighted upon his ſhield,” and ſo burſt in pieces, 
not once bzuiſing the weli-temipered ſteel; Then Altheſus and the 
reſt aſlailed him all at once; whom he reſiſted: with ſuch exceed valour, 
continuing a ſharp com bate with them a long time; but at length 
the odds pꝛoving tw — he was dꝛiven only to defend their (wilt 
blows that they made at him, and then he began to wiſh koꝛ the 
ſtrange Knight that had befoze fuccoured him, expecting nothing 
but Death 

By this time Montelion had reſcued Gorhanes, and again got 
him Yo2ſe and Arms, which done he leff him, and even at the very 
time the King wiſhed fo2 him, he came; aud eſpping thꝛee Knights 
aTatiing him at once, he aimed his Swords point at Petrons baeaſt 
who was next him, and running at him with ail the foꝛce his 
Moꝛſe could poſſibly make, th2uſt him quite thꝛough his body, and 
p2eſently aftcr, aiming the ſame at Palian, he ran it at him; and 
had he not avoided his entounter, he had either lain oꝛ wounded 
him, but miſling him, he made at him with his Sword with ſuch 
fozce, that in ſhoꝛt ſpace he gave him many. wounds. 

Bing Perſicles having none but Altheſus to reſiſt, did tombat 
him bꝛavelp, wü with the like valour reliſted him; but in the 
end, the uſurping Bing finding him ſo over⸗ matched. would ha heat · 
ten eſcaped, which Montelion.percei bing gave him nv refpite to fly. 

. Nowſhe ſight was molk terrible to behold, the Periians confo:t- 
cd by the only valour of Montelion running upon their enemies 
with unreſiſtable fur. 

The Armenians ſeeing one ok their chiefeſt Champions (lain, 
and their General retire, were amazed, and rather ready * iy 

than 
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than — whichanimated their foes with courage to purſue them 

as long as the day laſted, Montelion ſtill purſued Palien, in 
whoſe reſcue many of his knights interfere themſelves, and dycd 
by his Sword; and notwithſtanding though he withdzew himiclt, 
vet Montelion followed, him fo- near, that he often put him in 
danger ol his life, until he was ſofar paſt in amongſt their Troops, 
that he was compelled with his word to make his way out, in 
whoſe retire many died, 

The night dꝛawing nigh, whit the Armenians ſounded a re⸗ 
treat, Montelion had time to conſider what was beſt fo2 him to do; 
and whether it were convenient to diſcover himſelf 92 no: at latt 
determining to depart-inſecret,- he eſpyed the King hard by him, 
who of purpoſe had watched him, doubting that which he intended, 
who come unto.him, and ſaid: 

Sir Unight, the kindneſs J have found in you, imboldneth ms 
to deſire your company; and entreat you to accept of my Tent to 
repoſe your ſelf in; fo2 that J ſuppoſe vou are a ſtranger, and it 
were inconvenient foz vou to journey after ſo great a labour, ha- 
ding this day defended me, that J count my ſelf yours, and my 
life pꝛeſer ved by your valour ; therefoze deny me not, but let me re⸗ 
quite pour kindnels. 

Montelion having heard Cothanes oftentimes. commend. the 
King fo2- valo2- and courteſie, and knowing how to behave him⸗ 
ſelf as well to the meaneſt as to the greateſt (being by Cothanes 
nobly educgted, and of his own inclination moze. apt to con- 
ceive, than they were fo inſtruct) knowing him to be the King, 
ſaid: : Moſt, honoured King, J am unit to receive the Yonour 
you p2affer me, and my deſerts not wozthy the commendations 
you give them, therefqze I beſcech you not to attribute to me 
mo2e than is befitting my mean eſtate, but rather Licenſe me to 
attend on you with all humble duty, my life and all my endea- 
vours being vowed to be ſpent in your ſervice, and my ſelk ready 
at your diſpoſition. This ſaid, they went together to the Camp, 
where they were welcomed with ſhouts and rejopcings ol all the 
Perſian @ouldiers, | 

Deloratus hearing the applaud, came ſozth of his Tent to ſte 
what was the cauſe thereof, and eſpying the King aud the ſtrange 
Knight Jy —— came untothem, and they both alighted to falute 
him, but Deloratus would by no means ſuffer them to depart, but 


intreated them to lodge in his Tent = night, which they did not 
don 
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denn: Chen taking Nontelion in kind ſoet becween them, entered 
the Tent, hers he anarmed himfell. © 1 +l 
When they beheld his youth, they wondzed greatly thereaf, 
to be accompanied with Tach!:valour, both Deloratus and per- 
ſicles, uſing him with great kindnels : Pꝛeſentle after the pꝛin⸗ 
tipal Commanders ot the Camp alſembled themſel ves together 
to their Generals Tent, to receive Oꝛders; amongſt the roſt was 
Cothanes, who at the firſt enterance into the Tent, eſpyed his Son 
Montelion (his head being oniy unarmed) and by his Armour 
knew it was he that had ſo honourably pꝛeſer ved his life, he could 
not refrain from rejopeing 1 Likewiſe Montelion ſeeing him; 
upon his knee entreated him do pardon; his boldneſs foz coming to 
the Camp Without his bonſent. Cothanes took him up and im 
bꝛated him, which the King ſeeing; laid unto Cothanes, my Friend, 
is this thy Sen: My Woꝛd (ſaid he) he is my Don, and he calleth 
me Father, and vet J am unwozthy to be Father ol luch a Don, 
bos hath rather ſhewed hiaſelf; the Son ol ſome Beroten King, 
and beeanfe his wozthineſs ſhall not be darkned with the ignoble 
Title of my Son, J will declare to vou all that J knowof him, 
indeed he is not my Son; but my Lady and J being one dap a hunt⸗ 
ing, kound him upon the Top of a Pount in Swadling cloaths; 
which was kuch as Hewed he was not ol mean Parentage, but of 
Yonqurable Race; his Nurſe as J ſuppoſe being diſtrelled fog 
want ef Fobd, was wandzed fromm him, Whoſe Carcaſs and Cloaths.

Me are enemies to thee (faid Altheſus) and therefoze pield. Tell 
me:(quoth he) your names? Altheſus, knowing himſelf to be of 
great valour, and little thinking he would have reſiſted them, told 
him his Name was Altheſus. Then J deſie thee, (ſaid Montelion) 
fo2 J am thy enemy, and will rather dye than yield fo thee ; then 

Altheſus dzew fozth his @wozd, and ſtruck at him, and Montelion 
did the like to defend himſelf, and afterwards he offended them ſo 
much, that both of them found much ado to ſave their own lives. 

Altheſss ſeeing his valour, deſired to know his name, which he 
told him; which when he heard, and ſeeing Mutellus fallen, and 
faint with:effuſion of blood, he thus ſaid : | 

Sir Knight, at this time I cannot ſtay to end the Combat, for 
by hazarding my Life, I ſhall endanger the lives of many; There- 
fore adieu till more convenient time to meet again + With that 
he turned his back, and Montelion ffoopf” to give his Adverſarp 
bꝛeath, which revived Mutellus, but ſeeing Altheſus gone, his Heart 
was ready to dye with g2ief: He bid him be of god comfozt, foz 
his intent was, to uſe him honourably, and helping him up, led him 
tu his Tent, and called up his own Tſquire to attend upon him, and 
diſarmiug him, he went pꝛeſently to the Noble King Perſicles. 

The next dap Montelion cauſed Mutellus to be carried befoze the 
General, where he declared the cauſe of their departure, which 
the King was glad to hear, that by his foꝛe- knowledge, he might 

2event the intention of his Enemies. but moſt of all he highly 
conmended Montetion foz his Noble Act, which had not they been 
' difcovered, it might have bzought the whole Camp into great di- 
refs; by this means every one growing into ſuch admiration of his 
valour, that they eſteemed him their only defence and ſafetp, inſo⸗ 
much thet whereſoever he went, the eyes of multitudes followed 
him, being much delighted to behold him. 

The Pꝛiſoner deſired the King to appoint his Ranſom, but he 
committed that to Montelion, who after he had honcurably ſeaſted 
him, ſent him Ranſomleſs to the City, where he ſoon got entrance, 
and declared the mrsfoztune that had befallen him, and Altheſus, 
which turned their conceived hope of comfozt into deſpair, and had 
overcome them with lear, had not fome hopes of his eſcape revives: 
them. Pang 
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Many days they remained thus within the City, being ſd hardly 
beſicged, that they were dut of all hopes of getting any'vicuals; but 
were dꝛiven to content themleives with ſpare diet, ſcanting dirt 
every Soldier and Inhabitant their allowance; which they contt⸗ 
nued ſo long, (expecting to hear from Armenia) but being fruſtra- 
ted, expected waere miſerable famine, that tauſev them late 
in the night to altem 


e their old, weak, and impotent men, un 
able to fight, and all women and childzen, except ſome of great ac- 
count, and turned them out of the City, to the number of ſixteen 
thouſand, whoſe diſtreſſed eſtate, the King pitped, cauſing them to 
have ſufficient'fod themſelves building, Cabbins to defend them 
from the weather. | | 
Periicles ſeeing the miſerable eſtate his oon Country was in, and 
fo what extremity the people were bzought, and knowing that this 
Uſurper was not able to endure, but that he and all thoſe within 
the City were ready to be ſtar ved, by the advice and counſel of 
thoſe that he molt eſteemed, he ſent a Herald unfo Palian with this 
ellane. "0 WY 
That although he had unjuſtly uſurped his Crown; and man 
other ways done him great injuries, yet pitying the miſerable 
eſtate he was like to bring the Citizens into by his Cruelty , he 
made him this proffer: That although he might work revenge 
by his death (whoſe Life was now at his mercy) he ſhould without 
Interruption with all his Souldiers, have free liberty to depart out 
of Aſſyria. 3 3 
The Herald with this Pellage went to the Citp, declaring the 
cauſe of his coming 1 :77 |

Chat what he held was his right by conqueſt, and that he would

Piſor "with 
heavy news, returned to me, being unwilling to give me 
auen dge thereof which overcame my Meart with fuc riet, 
king out a ſolitary 2 J warjdzed ſo far that J could not 
Sin to the Shepherds houſe that night; ſhemiſſing me, alfo came 
fo2th the Cottage to ſek me, but directing her ſteps acontrary way, 
oz meting withſome misfoztume, J never heard of her ſince. Pifor 
he likewiſe went foꝛth to ſeek us, ana j nozzutly taſted of an un⸗ 
Happy fevit, that (Ru pineſs upon him foz the ſpate of four 
and twenty hours, A n his and my — "ear h ſearch we 
tould never find her, and 2 fear never wall, but if J could Fo 
this evil done by my foes, J wayild then ſpend the reffof my life in 
her ſearch. Having ended theſe fpeches, his heart was ſo much 
overcome with G2tek, that he had much ado fo withhold his Eyes 
from tears. 

Montelion was appꝛeſt with no lefs gzief than he whoſe eart 
felt moze inward diſquiet than a ſtrangers could have done, in filent 
ſadneſs, ſeeming to partake of his ſo220ws, but not able ta counſel 
him which way ko retrute them, that at laſt by reaſon the neceſſity 
of NNE fime affo2ded little reſpite, they were conſtrained fo depart.

he depärted ith them through the Camp fo the City Gate, and 
there he knocked, buf Tfarce ſo loud that the Poster conld hear him, 


who. comiuß to the Battlements, demanded who it was? J am 
(quath he) Altheſus and other Armenians, as thou mayeſt know by 
our Armour, and b2ing god News, therefo2e open the Gates, leſt 
by delay we are betrayed, fo2 we are purſued. The Pozter being 
- baſty to ſucconr them, p2eſently unbolted the Gates. Montelion 
was no ſconer entred, but he flew the Pozter , entring the Lodge, 
and fell upen the Watch that lay leping, killing moff of them be- 
foze they awaked. One of them ſubmitting himſelf; ſaid thus: 4 
am an Aſſyrian, ſpare mylife, and if vou be friends of Perſicles, Þ 
will direct veu how to lurprize the City, and take the Uſurper. 

In ſo doing (quoth he) thou ſhalt be honoured of the King , and 
purchaſe thy own liberty. After he had put the reſi to the [word, 
the Aſſyrian directed them to the Palace, and by ſo ſecret a way, that 
he bꝛought them even within the Compaſs of the Caſtle, to the ve- 
ry top where the Guard was, Montelion then ſaid thus to his fol- 
lowers: Pp Champions, let not fear now poſſeſs your hearts, but 
by this exploit win honour foꝛ ever; and by the Aſſy rians directions, 
divided themſel ves info two parts, the one to the fozemoſt entrance, 
and the uther to a by- way Montelion knocking at the vdo, one et 
the Guard opening the ſame, and pꝛeſently he ruſhed in with his 
Dwoꝛd dzawn, killing the firſt, and all that tame within his com⸗ 
paſs. The Guardians were ſo amazed their with, that they were con- 
founded in their ſenſes; their courages foz want of time to conſider, 
_—_ and their hands with fear and trembling, not able to dꝛaw

and marched to the City Gates, which they found wide open, and 
being entred, and by ſeveral Companies diſperſed into every coꝛner 
of the treets; pꝛeſently on every live, they gave an Allarum, which 
ſotinded ſo terrible in the ears of all the Armenians, that like men 
bereft.of their ſenſes, they ran up and down to their own deffrucion.

palian delivered the Pelſage with humble reverence; and Perfi-

ing in the Field, inffead of blows embꝛaced each other, and both the 
Aings faluted each other, frſt in ſtrange ſozt, but alterwards with 
moze familiarity. After many-fpeeches on both ſides, Perſicles ac⸗ 
cuſing him of w2ongs, and he till alledging the contrary, but Palian 
laboured earneſtly to conclude the Peace, pet the Battel was like 
to joyn, and oltentimes they both grew to great rage,, which by 
Montelion's and Palian's perſwaſtons was concluded.

ſirous to travel in ſearch of his dear Love, from whom he had long 
beat abſent, fo2 whole ſafety he would have left life, Kingdom, and 
liberty. whoſe abſence was a-continual -g2tef to his Conſcience, 
ütterly deſpairing of finding her; but yet that, noꝛ any other am- 
higuity tould cayſe him to deſiff, but that he would depart in her 
ep þ. thinking the was living, therefoze he ytelded fo anything. 


„Having taken the Ring ol * 8 Dath, not to interrupt him

Perſicies wondzed to hear his Speech, little thinking he could 
per kom what he pzomiſed, but yet determining to try him, and dcfi- 
rous of Tomkłoꝛt, he entreated him to pꝛoceed, fo2 he was defirous 
to hear his Diſcourſe. Sir (ſaid the Hermit) my name in my 
flouriſhing eſtate was called Delatus, my Dignity and Dube dom of 
lla, which J enjoyed many years in quiet, being both inriched in

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J ſued long, and at laſt oltained her conſent, married her, and 
tought her into Ila, where J lived with her a pear in great content, 
being in that ſpace inriched with a Daughter naming her Philothe- 
ta, in her infancy ſhewing what moze ycars would perfozm in her 
moe — 2 Beauty, which is the Ujrgin vou now Travel in 
ſearch of. | 
Living in this blifsfut content, there chanced a Knight named 

Amphiador-t9-take a view of my fair Alſala's Beauty, which at 
the firft fight pierced lo d&p, that he was intangled therewith, and 
laboured by all means to grow into Familiarity, thereby to efop 
moze fully her ſight and company : Foztime and my ſelf ſo favoy- 
red him, that J eſteemed ſo well of his company, that J did think 
my ſelt not well when he was from me: he on other ſide 2 ld 
much to effect me, that J admired his kindneſs, All this time he 
ininuated himſelf into Alſala's company, the alſo eſteminttg ſo ho- 
nourably of him, that by reaſon of the Love between him and me, 
and her little ſuſpect of his dilloyal dealing, che always admitted him 
into her company, and uſed him ſo familiarly; that ſhe made him 
pꝛivy to all her Counfels. . Notwithſtanding all this, he durſt not 
chew love to her, leeing indeed her Uertve to be ſuch, that he did 
think it impollible to attain it; thinking it better to live in Silence, 
and enjoy her company, than by utter ing his Atkeckion to be depzi⸗ 
ved ol all Tomfozt. Upon a time (as he did) there arrived at my

Palleſus's lobe burt into a flame, wohlch he was unable to reſtrain,

that in fccret he gave Alſala knowledge thereof, which was as hot: 
rid to her hearing, as koz one to hear that he hath dzunk Poiſon: 
but notwithſtanding, her mind being endued wich Uertue and 
Courtelle, in kind lozt repꝛoved him, wiſhing him not to pꝛolecute 
any ſuch matter, ko ſhe would never yield thereto; notwithſtan- 
ding her courteous denial, bzed in him no cemozſe, but rather hope | 


trouble in her mind, that whereas ſhe was beloze delightkul and 
pleaſant, ſhe became ſo melanclolly and ſad, that J admired at it, 
bi J could not learn the .canſe thereof, thinking it had been ſome 
DIckneſs,-rather than trouble of mind: Being long thus troubled 
with his Love, ſhe. began to deviſe how to be rid ok it, that lo it 
might not come. to me knowledge; fo; ber vercuous Love made 
her loth to diſquier me,.-relying upon Amphiador's Uertnes, the 
thought by his aſſiſtance to rid her ſelf-of Palleſus, therefoze ona 
time being with him in ſecret, ſþe told all the circumſtance ta him, 
deſiring his counſel,and to diſwade Palleſus from doing me ſuch diſ- 
honotr: *Amphiador's heart was ſuddenly poſſeſt with a jealous con: 
teit againſt the ſaid Palleſus; hut he meant by that 70 5 ts attain 
his deſire, aud coming to palleſus he told him what Allala had made 
him pzivy unts, not dillwading him, but Cs OE. de 
te lame. 
Palleſas was ſomewhat comfo2ced therewith, and che was moze 
chearful, hoping by Amphiador's means to be rid of his Love. 
Amphiador one dap being alone with me in my eſt, Arſt u- 


Paths not to declare it to any, he told me, That Palle ſus did make 
Love to Alſala, and that it was likely. ſhe would yield. thereto, gibv- 
ing me notice that they oktentimes mer in ſecret, and withal, giv- 
ing me counſel to note thelr glances and behaviours, and J ſhould 
find that to be true, which J leaſt thought of, pzot eſting that mer 
love to me in regard of my honour, and his own duty, bound him 
to diſcover ſt, which otherwile he would never have revealed : with 
this my mind was much diſquſeted, but J would not too raſþly give 
credit to his Speches, bekoze J had obſerved their behaviour ſome 
time, which I found:to be ſomewhat.familiar,of deep Aﬀecion on his 
part, but on hers with a contrary intent, leit her Countenence ſpould 
bewzaꝝ his love to her, which ſhe knew would bzeed my diſquiet.

woꝛk revenge againſt them: but then he began to perſwade me not to 
condemn them without manikeſt pzoot, as much perlwading me not 
to think lo, as beloꝛe he had done to per lwad me thereto: nothing then 
could alter my mind, my vehement diſquiet would not ſuffer me co 
reſt, no2 to find his deceit. Dne day being alone, J complained a- 
gainſt my hard foztune and her diſloyalty, and in the midſt of theſe 
complaints he found me out; intending by my overthꝛow to wozk his 
deſire.  J'ſeeing him near me, after lome conference, J deſired 
hint to counſel me the beſt way to lal ve thele Evils, tobe aſſured of 
rhe truth, and todo it without my rep2oach oz her ſcandal, fo2 J am 
loth to accuſe her without juſt pzoof.. Ik (ſaid. he) J may then 
counſel you, thus would J adviſe you to do: The King is now ſick, 
and bath ſent foz many of his Nobles to come to him, lay pou alſo 
that you have received Letters from him, and that you muſt thzee 
days hence depart to the Court, by this you ſhall find out the truth 
" thereof; and ar the time of your departure, deſire Palleſus to bear you 
compatiy, which if he refuſe, you may then judge of him actozding⸗ 
ly, my felt will then accompany you to my Caſtle, wherein you 
thall remain in ketret a while, and J in a diſguiſe unknown to any, 
will return, and will taretulſy note their behaviour at all timis 
to find the truth thereof. J liked well of his counlel, and fol- 
lowed the lame, making my departure known to Alſala, who with 
a heavy heart lamented to hear of my Abſence, which then (by rea- 
ſon of my lulpest) J eſteemed to be diſfimulation : Ampbiador in 
the mean time went to Palleſus, and told him by teaſon of ſome 
tont eit oz ſuſpicſon J had lately conceived, he would carry him with 
me to the Court, and therefoze willed him to be abſent at that in- 
ſtant.

Now fearing leſt ſome other ſhonld. pzebent Him, and to avoid hig 
cUives ſuſpicion, who had great knowledge in Necromancy,” and 
elten by her Skill trolled his pꝛactiſes, and withal unwilling to be 
guilty ot my Blood; alter J was delivered to him, he bꝛought me 
to this place, caſting Charms upon me, that J ſhall never be re- 
lraſed, and wien he had done, he told or Achphiador'g pzacice az 
gaſnſt me. J then entreated him to releaſe me, pꝛomiſing to ful- 
fill whatſoever Amphiador hat-promiſed him. but nothing could pre- 


bail, fo he told me he had by a ſolemn Dath bound him to perfozm, 


which he could not break, ko; if he did, by that he ſhould loſe: the 
Uertue of. his Art. Then did J lamegt my misfoztunes with 
bitter ertlaims, bur he told me it was in vain, and lo departed;

The rumour of my death was ſoon ſpꝛead abzoad, and my Ser. 


dants belfeving the lame; ſome poſted to the Court, ſome ſearching. 
fo: my body, none finding me alive o2 dead fo2 whichAmphiador had 
fill an Anl wer ready to ſatisfie any doubt. Palleſus hearing that it 
was Amphiador attuſ ed him, and foz no leſs matter than mp death, 
(as he might well) dented the ſame, and often entreated Alſala to let 
him be bzottght to his Tryal. But being overſwayed by amphia- 
dor pertwaſſong, and being bekoze troubled with his Love where» 


by be ſought toViſhonour me that was his Friend, which bed a 


perſwaſion in her that to attain that, he ſought my like, and would 
give no credit to him, but he ſhould dye; and within few days al⸗ 
ter, the apparelled her ſelf, her Servants, and all her Attendants 


i&maurning Weeds, and departing to the Court, craved ſultice - 
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the King againſt Palleſus foz murdering me. The King told her 
Ge ſhould have Juſtice z whereupon Palleſus was byought bekoze the 
King, and there accuſcd by Amphiador; he alledging all the falſe 
Accuſations he could, and the other ill pleading his innocenty, 
that in the end Amphiador deſired the King to grant him a Combat 
| | againſt Palleſus, which ſhould end the doubt of all the controvberſle: 
ſo the King granted it, and appointed a day fo2 the Tryal fn which 
violent Combate, cruel foztune ſo ozdered the illue, that Palleſus 
was ſlain, and all men accounted him guilty and me bead, yielding 
much honour to. Amphiador, and the King in recompence of his 
| Cuppoſed Loyalty to me, and fo2 that J dyed without an Yeir, crea- 
ted him Duke ok Ila, yet reſerving the Living to Alſala during her 
Life:this done, Alſala returned towardslla, and Amphiador with her, 
very ſoze wounded; of whom ſhe had a ſpecial care, tendzing him as 
her ſelf fo2 the love he had chewed her in becoming her Champion in 
revenge of. my Death. After he had recovered his Wounds, he 
_ continued many days with her, not once mentioning any love to her, 
ſeming with her to lament my loſs : but ail things in time were 
put of mind, ſo did her Sozrow ko; me, and (he began to conceive 
well of him, which-he-perceſving, did pꝛolecute his Love with ſuch 
ſucceſs, that in the end he Married her; which when Penthraſus 
declared to me, it ſtruck my heart with deadly Gziek, then J deſired 
him to releaſe me from this miſery. - Neither laid Penthraſus) dd 
A intend to claim t{Merfozmance-of Amphiador's pzomiſe, fo Phi- 
lotheta ig Fair, Thaſt, and Uertuous,, neither will J reveal 
this ſecret to any but your ſelf, noz ſhall you depart from hence till 
the time of the Enchanted Tower be ended, built.by Helion, in 
which he hath ſhut Conſtantia Daughter to the Empero2 of Perſia, 
and betrothed Wife ts Perſicles King of Allyria, who ſhall be the 
firſt Knight that ſhall arrive in this place, neither Gall rhe Enchant- 
ment be ended by any but the Son of Perſicles begotten of Con- 
ſtantia ; fo2 (quoth he) the date of my life is at an end, and at 
fuch time as Perſicles arriveth here, will him to return into Aſſyria 
to eſtabliſh his Kingdom in peace; ko; it will be in vain koz him to 
ſpend his days in Travel to redeem her, the ſiniſhing whereof muſt 
be by his own Son. When he had ſpoken theſe wozds he vaniſhed,

attain her company ? yer agaln, Jam ſomewhat comtozted that 
he could as well tell who ſhould zniſh the Enchantment he had made, 
as my coming to this place, ko: J am the mof kozlozn King of 
Aſſyria, that ſhall never enjoy cemtozt till the be releaſed, which 
doubt perl wadeth me will never be; fo) if J muſt now return into 
Allyria, how ſhall J hope to find omfozt? Pet be of good tomkozt 
cquoth he) fo2 hope harh pꝛelerded my Life many years, aſſuring my 
ſelf, that Penthraius told me nothing but truth: why ſhould pou de- 
ſpair moze than J, ſince both our comfo2ts reſt on her refeaſe ?

In doing lo (caid he) J ſhall diſhonour my ſelf” and leave my

Ontelion being parted from Perſieles, haſted with moze than 
oꝛdinary pace after Fhilotheta, andovertook them about rhe 
ſetting of rhe evening, running at the binder moſt with fv fierce a 
Carreer, that he overturned him with his heils upwards, and was 
charging lo biolently againſt the ſecond, that had he nor avoided the 
point of his Launce, he had ſeconded his fellow. Then he that was 
overthzown, went towards Montelion, offering ſuch a fotcible blow 
et him, that had he not ſpurred his Sted to avoid him he had either 
ain him oꝛ his Rozle: But Momelion knowing it better to fight 
on Fost than on Hozſe-back alighted; whilck the Gyant came to⸗ 
wards him again, thinking at one blow to beat him in pieces, the 
other two ſ&ing him on Foot, went away laughing ; but the Gyant 
mifling his aim by realon of Montelion'g nimbleneſs, was ready to 
turn about with the fozce of his blow; in which time Montelion 
leaped within him and thzult his Swoꝛd ſo kar into his Body that he 
fell down dead. The other ſ@ing thar, one of them came running 
back to reſcue him, whom Montelion ſoon elpyed being ready to re⸗ 
teive him. The Gyant ſ&ing his fellow dead thought at one blow 
to end Montelion's Life, that he ſtruck at him with all his kozce, 
but he avoided his blow, not pet daring to come within him until he 
was ſomewhat out of hzeath, being furious fo2 revenge, but moꝛe 
mad to mils lo many blows, he ſtruck lo full and violently at 
Montelion, that his mally Club tuck in the Earth, and whillt he la⸗ 
boured to pull it out, Montelion ſĩiruck him la full a blow on the 
Arm, that he cut the lame quite off, where he gave ſuch. a groan 
that all the place rung with the noiſe thereof, running away as falt 
as he could towards Montclion's Hozſe, whom he alfrighted ſo much 
with his grifly and bluſtering appꝛoach, that he bzake in lunder the 
reins of his Bꝛidle and ran away with great. ſwiftneſs : Le. 
lion was erceedingly vexed foꝛ lack of his Hozſe, not knowing fo2 
want of him what to do, and by ceaſon.of the nights appzoach- he 
ſtill purſued the Gyant, keeeping him in üght as long as he could, 
whom at lait heloſt.

not cry out. Montelion ſtood and heard all their unreverent uſage, 
wiſhing it were day, that he might revenge their diſloyalry. They 
had not lain long, but one and then another fell faſt allæp, which 
he knew by their \nozting, thinking it no diltredit to laughter ſuch

ro had ended her like; withal, thinking that Perſicles and her 
young Son might be both in ſakety, and ſhe by no means hear there» 
Ak, which added ſome comkazt to her heaby heart. The * 
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creſs would okten intrtat her to behold the valiant Adventures of 
noble Knights that hazarded their own perlons in great peril co at- 
taſn her Love, and in pꝛivate Combats amongſt themlſeives,” with 
whom they were deeply affected only with the Cght of her Picture; 
but ſhe tifl refuſed it, accounting it no pleaſtre to her to ſee their 
miskoztune, who ſpent their labour iu baſh, fo? in the tontinuance 
of fo many years as the had been there encloſed, the fame of her 
Beautp was ſpzead into moſt part of thoſe Countrles rhereabouts, 
and many thouſand woꝛthy Knights had been there to try their Fo2- 
tunes, but all fajted: the recital whereof would be too tedſous, but 
many of them lay there impziſoned by the Enchantreſs, who being 
now in deſpair of her own ſafety, thought to b2ing all to milcr ag 
well as her ſelf. | | 
At the lame time that Philotheta- was carried from Montelion in 
the Hermit's Cell, Conſtantia remained in luch extremity of ſ62- 
row, that had not lla wꝛought that device to bing Philotheta thi- 
ther to attompaup her, it would have been \tnpoſſible her Senſes 
could have overcome the exrremiry of the Palllon that tozmented 
her ; but ũtting alone in a dack-comer, ſhe uttered ſuch lamentati⸗ 
ons as would habe turned the hardeſt heart of a cruel Tyrant into 
remozle + but when the eſpied lla entred, and with her lo brautikul 
a Damſel, with ch&ks bedewed with Tryſtal Tears that inabim- 
dance trickled down krom her Eyes, with that Dbjec left her own 
laments to pity hers; and ſeeing them Haw nigh her, ſhe roſe af- 
ter a (ad loꝑt faluting their appꝛoach. lla withour ſpeaking a wozd 
to either, left them together, and although they were women, pet 
they greatly admired each others Beauty, the one thinking the other 
toercell all; and yet had they but beheld their own perfenions, they 
would have lound them ſich, that they might inwardly have tontei⸗ 
ted as well of themſelves, as they did of the surward Obiedß. 
Conftantia being moze familfar with ſoꝛrow than Philotheta was, 
firſt broke ulente, ſaying : Lady, J petreive by your Tears, that 
tonſtraint (nor conſent) did bzing you to this plate, beateriful to 
the Eye, bur illed with difconrents, which long erpertente hath 
taught me: Therefoze it you want a Compamon in tare, accept 
of my:company ;" but if youſeek ko: comkozt, abandon me, fo2 my 
thietelt ſolate is foxrow, and m thoughts and medirarions are no» 
thing bur diſcontenr. J habe not (ald Philorheta) been long lub⸗ 
jet to this mus koztune; * therein, J know

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not how to releaſe my ſelf, oz how to Gun the lame: Pelther 
knowing who is the cauſe thereof, where Jam, oz when J ſhall be 
rekealed, my ſozrow being luch, may well entertain a ſozrowful 
Companion, accepting pour pꝛolffer ed kindneſs with hearty thanks. 
Lady (ſaid Conſtant ia) ag. you vouchlate me pour company; ſoler 
mie know what migkoꝛtune hath bꝛought you hither, which will ſhoz⸗ 
ten ſonre ok the.redious time we are like to ovec paſs in this plate: 
Which done, you ſhall know to whom you have impar ted pour lscrets, 
which retital will be tedious. Fhilotheta ſitting down by her, ut⸗ 
tered thele Speches: My name is Philotheta, Dauighter:in Law 
to Amphiador; and as J was walking in mp Fathers Garden, 
upon what pꝛetente J know not, thꝛæ Gyants ſurpꝛized me, by fozce 
carrying me-thence, none to my knowledge ſ@ing their cruelty. 
Aten they had travelled with me tilt it was late, a Knight ar: 
med all in white, gallantip mounted came to my veſcue, and en: 
tred Combat with one of them, his valiant heart not refuſing to 
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contfnuante ; amongtt the reſt of his ſpxches, he told me he knew 
not his Parents: bis name was Montelion, the cauſe of his Tra⸗ 
bel was in ſearch of a Lady named Conitantia, betrothed Mute to 
Perficles King ot Aſſyria, who parted from him that day he reltued 
me in Arabia. Conitentia hearing ſuch govd news ot the ſatety of 
Pericles, could not contain ber lelk from bewzaying what ſhe was z 
but taking Philotheta by the hand, (aid Dear Lady, this news ads 
deth much comfort to my deſpaicing heart; Jam that untoꝛtunate 
Conſtantia, that till this hour habe delpafced ok ever leeing⸗ chat 
Nable Knight again, accounting mp ſelf lo much bound to you koz 
being the repozter of this Welcome News that J poreſt my ſelf 
your eberiaũ ing Frieud, alluring you that ff the woꝛthy Knight thar 
reſcued pou was companion with Pei ficles, he is endued with all Yes: 
roick Mualities; but pzay tell me out the reſt. The Wozzhy Knight's 
Speches (laid the) wzorght. lo cffegually. with me, that J could 
have been content to have lived there fo2 ever with him: In the end, 
the Hermit bꝛought in the News that 4mpniador was hard by in: 


mp ſearch; at which news J was very glad, pet allo dilpleaſed, _  - 


well knowing that his rude behaviour would not ſuffer him to uſe him 
kindly : whilſt J was in this thought, thiee. Knights in gr-en Ar⸗ 
mpur entred the Cell, two of them without ſpeaking a wozd, by 
kozce carrying me away, whillt the third Tayed-rhe Knight in Com⸗ 
bate, Who followed haſtily to reſcue me: but on a ſudden, befoze J 
could berhink me what they ſhould be, J was within this Garden, 
where J met her that bzought me unto you, - who bad me frar nos 
thing, fo2 here J ſhould ab. de in ſafcty, © Wirh that a flood of Tears 
guſped krom her Eyes, chat it Capped the paſſage of her Speech, tur⸗ 
ning the lame into Gcnge. Lady, (quoth Conſtantia) to add moze- 
tare to mp. heart will anerwhelm ft. with grief, therefoze J will. 
omit the relation ot my Tragedy till another time, neither feling 
noz ktaring care, now J hear of my Lozd's ſafety; who will ſer 
me at liberty from the thzaldom J have endured almoſt Twenty 
Years. lla coming to them, bzake off their conference z. and ak- 
ter Supper, -conveyed them into a Chamber, where they both lag. 


continuing ſome days in cankerence of. their eſtate. 
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5 CHA P. XXVII 
How Mo ntelien (Knight of the Ozacle) arrived at the Enchan- 
ted lower called Penthtaſus's Palace and of the Controver- 
ſies that fell between him and the Knights that came to try the 

Adventures. « 1 


Arly the next mozning the Kniglit of the Oracle (having lodg. 

cd all night in the Mood) mounted his Steed with a defire to 
know whoſe Tents thoſe were, and what Tower they had entom⸗ 
paſſed; he had not rode half an hour but he appzoached ncar unto 
them, paſſing amongſt them without tay. Becauſe he met none to 
roncer witha!, he New towards the entrance of the Bꝛidge where 
Conttantia's Picture hung: which when he beheld, he judged by the 
outward ſh?w, what perfections were adherent to rhe Lady who was 
owner thereof, thereby calling to remembꝛante Philotheta'g perfe- 
tions, which in his tont eit far ſurpaſſed that, but pet the ſpell that 
Ila had caſt thercon did wozk ſo with him, that had not the Uertue 
of his Armour and other gikts rhe Mymphs had deſtowed on him 
(which had power againſt all Enchantments) pevalled, he had ſure- 
ly doted thereon; when he had read the Uerſes, an earneſt dellre 
polCefed his heart to redem the Lady ; but neither regarding dan- 
Her, noz omſrting opportunity, he took the Hozrx and winoed the 
tame; the ſound whereof made many Knights co ſtart from their 
Tenrs, being bur even then up and newly armed. The firſt that was 
amounted and came td the Bzidge, was a noble Knſght of Parthia, 
named Menon, who calling to the Knight of the Oracle, laid, Sir

. ded by thy bold intruflon : He hearing his wozds, turned hig Steed, 


Taping: It J have offended, it is moze than J know, pet Jam re- 
ſolved to try the Addenture whoſoever ſays no. Thy ſtrangenels 
(ald Menon) doth p2ibilege thee, becauſe thou knoweft nor what 
is confluded amongik the Knights herr allembled. Sir (quoth he) 
whatſoever agreeth to the Laws of Arms Jpield ro, and whatlorber 
tourtelle bindeth me to, J will perkoꝛnt, befoze J paſs fucrher. By 
this time he wag ertrompaſied wirh Armed Rnights, and one's 
them named Liaſeus of Arabia, who thought himſelf to god fo? 
all, and had vanquiſhed many that had combated with him, (aid: 
Bekoge thou paſs further thou mult Combate with us; fo2 the mean. 
eſt that are here allembled, thinks himſelf able to perſoum as _ 
| a 
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as the. The Knight of the Oracle wondzing at their rudeneſs, 
and moved with his ditt ourteous wants (aſd: J am not to be con⸗ 
trouled by any, but ſtand fre in my own choice to do what J think 
good, if thou, 02 any here, be offended with what J have ſaid, o: 
done, challenge me. J do challenge the (ſafd Linſeus) and J 
(quoth Menon) and akter him many others, cvery one deſirous ta 
deal with him firſt : then ſtepped kozth the Pꝛinte of Parthia, named 
Neſſus, ſaying, Fellow Knights, we being all pꝛokellozs ok Arms, 
and every one a partner in this Quarrel, let us caſt Lots, and tg 
whoſe Gare the Lot falls irff, let him begin, and the reſt follow, 
to which they agragd. The Knight of the Oracle thought he ſhould 
not be idle, rejoycing that he had ſo good an occaſion, ro make try- 
al of his Talour: the Tot kell tro Arnon of Perſia to beam; the 
place a gedly pain, in the full view of rhe Tower, and the time 
was within an tour. | 

This being agred upon, The Knight of the Oracle fn the in- 
terim rode about the Tower, to behold the beauty and ſituation there⸗ 
of, and caſting up his Eyes, he cſpyed on the Batilements afar off 
thiee Ladies walking together, whom he could ſcarccly. diſcern, 
much lefs know, if he had been acquainted with them. Theſe: 
Ladies were Conſiantia. Philotheta, and lla, who came to behold . 


the Tilts and Tourncys that were daily acted between divers 


Knights bekoꝛe the Tower. Conſtantia hearing of Per ſicles's ſafe- 
ty in that Country, hoping in time to be releaſed, ' defired to ſee the 
Combats which bekoze ſhe refuſed to do. The Knight of the Oca- 
cle little thinking Philotheta had bcen one of the thzce, atrcr he had 
a while od to behold them, he returned to the appointed place of 
Tombat, whcre Arnon was then newly entred with great pzide and- 
the ſoundof Trumpets, and a great number of followers, whom, 
The Knight of the Oracle obertyꝛew at the firſt Encounter; ta ar- 
noY's amazement and his own glow. Tte nert thit encoimtred- 
him was Linſeus, who held cut two courſes, but at the third, both. 
he and his Dole lay on the ground, the Knights that beheld this, 
commended his Ualour, pet envied his Foztune. After he had en⸗ 
tountred thee ſtout Knights. of Egypt; thentame Neſus Pzinte 
of Parthia, thinking ta retover what his P2edeceſſo2s had loſt, un 
his Foztune pꝛobed lo bad, that he {07 both his Stireups, and had he. 
not hung on the Saddle bow, he had fallen to the Earth. The day by 
this time dꝛew to an end, which tauled them taremit any kur cher trxal 

tilt;

till next mozning. Conſtantia and Thilotheta beyolding the Ma. 
leur of this Knight, one judged it wag Perſicles, and the other to 
be Montelion, deũiring Ila to fend a Mellenger to know his name, 
who returning, tald them he was called, The Knight of the Ora- 
cle. Then it is not Perſicles (ſaid Conſtantia) Mo, noz Montelion 
(quoth Philotheta.) Their hearts now fainting with Care, that be: 
foze were revived with hope. The Knight of the Oracle that night 
lodged in the Tent ol a Perſian Knight, named Thymus, who kind: 
ly invited him rhcreto. Early in the nert mozning, he entred the 
Field, being ready fo2 him that ſhould next encounter him, who came 
gallantly mounted, having travelled many miles to try the Adven- 
ture: but bekoze he came to try himſelf therein, he received lo great 
a charge by encountring The Knight of the Oracle, that in a de- 
ſperate mood, and aſhamed of the fofl. he departed the Field. 
The Knight of the Oracle being endued with an excellent UWrſt, 
as recciving the eſſence thereof from two godly Pzinces that he 
was ſpꝛung off, began in his mind to condemn the fondneſs of rhoſe 
Knights, thatzcoming to make tryal of the Adventure, ſpent their 
time in pꝛivate Muarrels, ſtill omitting that they pꝛincipally ſought ; 
His mind being traubled with the lols ok Philotheta and Perſicles, 
deſired not to tap there, but to haſten in their learch; therekoze go- 
ing towards the Knights, who were allembled on a Heap, ſtudying 
which way to wozk his diſgrace, he ſaid: Wozhy Knights, my 
coming to this place was not to try my Foztune ag: inſt you, but in 
the Adventure, and port pzivate envy hath hindzed me, not regar- 
ding into what pzivate Quarrels vou enter, and cauſeleſiy trouble 
me that have nor offended pou, therekoze becauſe buſineſs of moze 
impoztance than to anſwer pour envy, doth urge my departure, J 
wiſh pou not to-fear my ability to anſwer vou, but to remit this pꝛi⸗ 
vate contention till another time: and if any of you envioully con- 
denn me oz repine at my good Foztune, J will be ready to anſwer 
your ſeberal Muarrels in Perſia, at the time that is appointed fo2 
the meeting of the Kings of Aſſy ria and Armema ; fo2 the cauſe ok 
your ap pꝛoach being to releaſe the Ladies Impziſonment, weaken 
not pour fozte in private contention, foz fn the tryal of it, you will 
find occaſion enough to exerciſe your Arms. Hearing his wozds, 
they agreed thereto , but pet contended who ſhould try the Ads 
venture firſt: In the end they agreed to ca(t Lots and the laſt fell 
to The Knight of the Oracle, every one having a daxs reſpite faz 
the ftnifſhingthereof, Thug 
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Thus did they make tryal of themſelves, ſome with much labour 
attafningthe Bzidge, but then fo2ced by the vertue of Enchantment 
to pield, and ſo were impziſoned in lamentable lozt by Ila, who de⸗ 
red the Enchantment might never end, and others with fear run 
away. Many. days it was befoze it came to The Knight of the 
Oracle's turn; in the end, all being fled oz impziloned, Le alone 
was left to try his Foztune, neither having Friend to Cuccour him, 
Foe to-envy him, oz any to behold him; koz the Tnchantreſs had 
made ſuch deſolation amongſt the Tents, bx taſting Fire among 
them, that all the Servants of thoſe Knights fled as amazed, re- 
poꝛting from place to place their Maſters miſery: Pet all this did 
not-diſcourage. The Knight of the Oracle, but he refted as reſolute 
t0.go fozwards, as if there had been no danger in the attempt. 

- Conſtantia ſeeing how many Knights were at that inſtant fmpzi- 
ſoned, all their Tents-deffroyed, and no man as ſhe thought lekt, 
began to diſcomfit her ſelf, -utterly deſpairing of releaſement, deſi- 
ring Va ta let her view the Knights that wege impꝛiloned, fearing 
Perſicles being there; but her requeſts were in vain, koz Ila fretted 
with extream fear of the end ok her Enchantment , in a mad rage 
flung from them, ſtudying which way to lengthen the date thereof, 
which tozmented-both Conſtantia and Philotheta, with great gricf of 


farther calamity. |

How The Knight ob the Dzatle finiſhed the Enchantment; and 
how Jla departed with Philotheta. | 

Ekoze bzight Phoebus that mozning could ſhew her ſplendant 
Beams, The Knight of the Oracle was up, viewing the ſitu- 
atlon of- the Bzidge; to ſee which way he might advantage himſelf 
oꝛ diſadvantage his Foe, and winding the Hozn, there was an exce-

had failed in the Adventure. 1 A Tit 
Ila knowing that the date of the Enchantment would now end, 
fn lurious ſoꝛt came running to the place where Conſtantia and Phi- 
Jotheta were, taking Philotheta with Uiolence out of the Ar: 
boz, and: by foxce of her Enchantment compelled her to follow her 
until ſhe tame to the Court, where The Kaightof the Oracle was: 
He ſuddenly beholding Philotheta, at the gr& ght knew her, and 
ſeeing them paſs by, towards the entrance, he (tept-after-them to 
Creak to her, but fuddcnly ruſhed upon him a number of Armed 
Men, that laid upon him with ſuch wiktnels, that he had no power 
to ſtir from the place where he dood; then luddenly vaniſhing, he

Roiſe that all rhe Palace rung-thereof, and Conſtantia hearing rh? 
ſame, cryed. out as erceedingly affrighted. The Knight of the 
Oracle attempted to pals by them, expecting no other but cruel 
refiſtance; but conirary to his thought, they laid themlelves down at- 
his fer; as it were reberencing him: which: he beholding, ol his

Paſſing thꝛough 
the Hall, he entred the Garden, looking round about him to behold 
the beauty thereof, and ſuddenly he began to wonder that he had not 
beheldeither Man, UWoman, oz Child, unte he entred, which cau⸗ 
ſed erceeding admiration in him, marvelling greatly, that he could 
not beholdrhe Lady whoſe Picture he beheld at the entrance, ſo find- 
ing hfmſelf over⸗wearied with Labour, purpoſing to reſt his Body, 
entred into the Hall, and leated himſelf in a rich and coffly Chair.

kend you from danger, here is none intends you harm. The Dam: 
Tel hearing his voice was revived ſaying; Sir Knight J wonder 
what accident hath brought you hither, where no Knight hath been 
theſe twenty years? Lady, ſaſdhe, Foztune and my god Deſtiny, 

that have ben employed to let you at liberty. Sir, (quoth ſhe) it is 
not J but my Wiſtrels you mean, by whole command J have adven⸗ 

tured to ſee what hath happened, to whom if you will vouchlake to 
go, J will conduct pou. He then remembzed it was not her picture 
that he had ſeen, and bluſhed to be Lo deceived, but he told her, His 

toming was to do her Lady ſervice : with that they entred the Gar. 
den, and Conſtantia ſoon. eſpyed him, and ſeeing the Knight come 
in luch peaceable ſozt with the Damlel, the went fozth to meet him : 
De like wile leeing her, cheathed hig Swozd, his heart trembling at 
the firſt ght of her, by a natural indkinct bearing ſuch a reverend re⸗ 

gard to her Majeſtical Perſon, that when he came near her, he bowed 
his Knee and ſaid : Moſt noble Lady be not diſquieted with fear of

uniſhed. Conſtantia ſtfepꝰd to him, and took him by the hand, deſt- 
ring him not to knel to her, who had moze cauſe to kneel to him. 
Honoured Lady (aid he) J have all the Keward Jexpec, vet 
grant one favour, which is to tell me your name. Conſtantia's 
heart leaped within her, which cauſed an 'erceding bluſh to poſſeſs 
her Cheeks, baying ; Noble Knight, J were to blame to deny you 
fo ſmall a requeſt ; my name is Conſtantia, Then hath Heaven 
(quoth he} made me happy in finding you whom my heart ever Ho. 
noured. Conſtantia marvelling who he ſhould be, aſſuring, ber 
ſelf it was not Perſicles, becauſe he agked her Name, vet concet- 
ving that ſoxrow might alter her in ſo long a time, that he could 
not ſuddenly know her; ſhe was much troubled, till he interrupted 
her with thoſe Speeches: Lady it may be you take me koz another, 
to rid pou out of which ambiguity, mp name is The Knight of the 
Oracle, which J have but lately been known by, koz befoze, Þ was 
called Montelion, being bzed up in Aſſyria, but whether J was bozn 
there, 02 who my Parents were, J cannot tell; the cauſe of my 
Travel into this country was in your ſearch, in the company of Per- 
ſicles, who kaz pour ablence liveth in perpetual grief, therefoze 
chear up pour heart, and put pour confidence in my fdelity, who 
will not leave pou till J have bꝛought you to his pzeſence. Conſtan- 
tiz*s heart was ſo filled with joy to hear his wozds, and withal, re- 
membzing what Philotheta had told her of Montelion, ſhe laid: 
Moſt honoured: Knight. J have heard befoze of. pour loyal Friend⸗ 
ſhip, ſhown to mp dear Lozd Perſicles, which makes me put my 
whole confidence in you, which came to my hearing by the repoze of 
a Lady that you lately luttoured in that Country, named Philotheta, 
He hearing that, fetch'd a deep gh, ſaying : Indeed J once enjoyed 
her pzeſence, but whether J ſhall ever le her again, oz where the is, 
IJ know not; vet if J were not deluded, J beheld her palling out of 
this Cate.

The Knight of the Oracle pꝛeſentiy unbound him, and went with 
him to ſeck foꝛ Uinuals, which he Toon kound. By this time Dela- 
tus and the reſt were entered. and Amphiador eſpyitig Alſala, fell 
down dead. Farewell (laid The Knight of the Oracle) hadſt 
thou dyed looner, then ſhould not ſome habe caviſe to comploin of thy 
Tyranny.

Between thele two Cities was lo large a Ualley of. Plains, that 
the fair-pzoſpect ot both the Cities lay open to eachothers view. In
